The scootmastcr of the Manson Boy 
Scoot troop resigned this week after it 
was disclosed that he had pleaded 
guilty earlier this 
year to a charge of 
lascivious acts with 
lots moines J a child. 

But John F. 
Carter, 41, of rural 
Manson said the incident occurred 
more than two yean ago and he has 
since undergone therapy with a Fort 
Dodge psychiatrist and the Iowa De- 
partment of Human Services, and was 
released by both. 

Carter said Thursday that he only 
volunteered to be Scoutmaster be* 
cause oo one else stepped forward to 
take the job. 

"This year it came to a point where 
they didn't have a Scoutmaster to take 
it over," Carter said. w If I hadn't taken 
it, nobody else would have." 

Court records show that Carter was 
charged Nov. 29, 1982, is Pocahontas 
County with lascivious acts with a 



child under age 14 in connection with 
an incident in July 1981 After enter- 
ing an initial plea of innocent on Dec 
13, 1982, he pleaded guilty in January 
1984 and was given a deferred sen* 
tence with a year's probation. Coun- 
seling was ordered 

Pocahontas County Attorney E. 
Dale Huffman said Carter "apart 
from that," has bees "a model citizen 
as far as I know ... I don't harbor any 
resentment toward this person be* 
cause of the act" 

Huffman said Carter "appears to be 
well-rehabilitated and has demon- 
strated genuine remorse for what hap- 
pened." 

Huffman would not release any fur- 
ther details on the incident in which 
Carter was charged. 

Carter said he was named Scout- 
master only five weeks ago, but his 
son and stepeen have been involved in 
Scouting for more than a year. Since 
resigning, be said, he's talked to sever- 
al of the boys and "every one of them 



said, 'Boy, I wish you were still going 
to be Scoutmaster/ * 

Carter's role in the Boy Scouts came 
to official attention two weeks ago*, 
when Manson Assistant Police Chief 
Kevin Benson saw him driving a truck 
on a scout paper drive Benson said he 
was told by a Department of Human 
Services worker about Carter's record 
several months before. 

"I was appalled,'* Benson said*; 
"Whoever would recommend this gar 
to be around young children should 
have his head examined." .* \k 

Police notified the Rer. Gregg Dav^ 
ison, pastor of the Augustana Luther- 
an Church in Manson, and the Her. 
Boh Hempei pastor of the Manson 
United Church of Christ The two 
churches have held the troop's charter 
since this falL
